CUTTING MEADOWS FOR Hay. | 
Great judgment should be used in this, as 
some meadows require the grass to be cut as | 
close to the surface as possible, while 
others it must be left of great length, so , 
that it may be necessary to Vary its height | 
from half an inch to three inches. Meadows 
of fine natural grass, like some of those bor- 
dering the Connecticut river, can be mowed 
very close, while npoes stocked with cul- 
tivated grass would be much injured if cut 
80 short, especially if followed by dry wea- 
ther, A difference also should be observed 
in the cutting of different kinds of grass, as 
the finer the culms, or stalks, the closer it 
may be cut without injury. Red-top or 
blue-grass, for example, can be mowed con- 
siderably closer to the ground than timothy 
or, perhaps, orchard grass or clover. It is 
an old adage among farmers that “an inch 
at the bottom is worth two at the top;” but 
surely in feeding quality, the reverse is the 
case with the three last mentioned grasses.

IF YOU MUST DRINK WATER. 


As the warm weather approaches the me- 
dical journals are out in force with hygienic 
rules. The leading medical journal of 
France has published a pamphlet protesting 
against the extravagant use of artificis] min- 
eral waters, which it sets forth, do the 
double damage of chilling the stomach, 
thus laying the foundation for gastric ca- 
tarrh, while lime stone held in deposit in 
the carbonated waters finds its way to the 
kidneys and eventually produces Bright dis- 
ease. The pamphlet also protests against 
ice-water as a provocative of catarrh in the 
stomach, It further says: ‘‘Water should 
be drunk cool, but not iced, with the juice 
of quarter or half a lemonin it. Mineral 
water should also be drank with a dash of 
lemon. Water should always be swallowed 
slowly. Itis not the stomach that is dry 
but the mouth and throat. If you toss off 
a drink of water you throw it through your 
mouth and throat into your goal with- 
out doing the former any good, while you 
injure the latter by loading it with what it 
does not require. Drink slowly, and keep 
the water in your mouth for a moment when 

ou begin. If you work in a hot room in 
hot weather tie a damp cloth around your 
temples and you will not experience half 
the cravings for drink you otherwise would.”

How Etna Looks in Eruption. 


A correspondent writing from Catanla 
undor dete of May 24th, says:—** You have 
probably heard of the eruption of Ktna 
which Is golng on, I left Palermo Saturday, 
and oame hore to see lt. Wo left here about 
8 o'clock (six of us, English), Saturday 
afternoon, anddrove to Nicelowi, which we 
reaghod about 5 o'clock, and got mules and 
went up to the scene, There wore crowds 
of poople going there, but we took a» differ: 
ént road and’ wentnp much higher than the 
general crowd, Wehada guide with us, 
and after about three hours’ climbing we 
ponte within couple of miles of the crater 

self, 

(It is at the side of Etna, you know, not 
near the top, that this eruption has broken 
out, and we got on toa bit of high ground, 
overlooking tho whole scene, Is was still 
daylight whon we got up there, so that we 
saw the whole thing)by daylight, We then 
settled ourselyea down to dinner, which we 
had brought with us trom Cantania, and of 
course it was soon dark, and here wo were 
ocmfortably feeding before the most glorious 
and Indescribablé sight I ever saw In my 
life, ‘Lt is perfectly impossible’ to describe 
It as noone can, bave any conception of 
what it is like until heseos it, and also 
until he acea it from where we did, which 
was on high ground overlooking nearly the 
Whole of lt. At the top is this onormona 
orater throwing up stones somé hundreds of 
yaids with o continual roar Iike any num- 
ber of battles going on, and just below Is 
another mouth, from whioh tho lava comes, 
travelling at a tremendous pace, | It divides

CURING CLOVER. 

My own method of curing clover, or part 
clover and timothy, is to cut in the after- 
noon and evening, and let it lie exposed as 
left spread out By the machine, all night. 
The dew will not hurt it. The next morn- 
ing, as soon as the dew is off, spread out 
with a fork all the thick masses, or lodged 
portions of the field. And then, as soon 
as the surface of the hay is dry, rake 
into thin windrows. Turn these windrows 
by hand and spread out a little where ne- 
cessary. hen, in the middle of the after- 
noon, rake these windrows into Jarge bun- 
ches and make the hay into cocks. We do 
not stop to gather up the hay clean, Itisa 
waste of time and labor. Follow with a 
steel horse-rake and dump the hay as near 
the cock as possible. We keep two rakes 
going and aim to do as much of the work as 
possible with the rakes. An intelligent boy 
on the rake will save half the labor of cock- 
ing. We rake all the land between the 
rows of cocks and as much as possible be- 
tween the cocks themselves, The rakings 
are put on top of the cocks and at the same 
time we trim up the cocks and make them 
compact and snug. All the hay you rake 
up in this way is saved; all thatis left 
is lost or damaged. Old rakings, after be- 
ing exposed to rain or dew for two or three 
days, are worth less than good straw.

What the modern housewife or the Cole- 
rado beetle would dofor'a dinner If it were 
not for the ever-present and always-pala- 
table potato Isa mystery.

The Introduction of the potato into Franco, 
Indeed, that was nosmali task either, The 
obstacles in the Way were groat, and the 
benefits that have resulted are enormous, 
Long before Parmentier's birth Sir Walter 

Xaleigh planted the potato in Ireland, and 

the vegetable became a favorite artlole of 
food throughout Great Britain, But French- 
men would have nothing todo with pota- 
toes, believing they gave leprosy to those 
who ate thom, The clergy anathematlz.d 
the tubers because they oame from heretle 
Kogland, Tho wits made countless jokes 
on the subject, and the court favoritos 
claimed that It was treason to plant a 
strange root on the sofl of France, But this 
man Parmentior at last oyoroame the pre- 
jadice, He wasa humble apothooary In the 
king's sorvice, andin o flower-potin his 
room he kept a Deere pene growing, Hoe 
constantly wore ono of his homoly blossoms 
In his button-hole, This piqued the our- 
losity of Louls XLV., who Inqulred what it 
was, Parmentier then descantod ol¢quent- 
y upon the virtues of the potato, and In- 

uoed the king to eat one, ‘* Indood, It le 
good,” said that monarch, and he at once 
authorized Parmentior to glvoa * potato 
dinner” tow numbor of the leading nolentl- 
fiomen of France, At this banquet pota- 
toes wore sorved cooked in thirty-throo 
different ways, and the gacsts wero con- 
strained to admit that they wore palatable 
and wholesome, Still, soolety would not 

recognize the new vegotablo until the king 
himeelf sppoared In public at Vorralllos 
with a noso-gay of potato-blossoms on his 
coat, That accomplished its object, and 
tho potato has over alnce been as much at 
home In France as the grape,

On lives where pleasant fences are to be

When wire Is used It Is quite practicable 
te provide a living post at a very light cost, 
Along the fence row, elther before or after 
the fence is made, buttings of cottonwood 
or willow can be eye from eight to six- 
teen feet apart and In five or six years will 
be large enough to fasten the wires to, 

After the treesare as large an desired for 
posts, the top may be cutoff so as to prevent 
too much shading of the land, if this Is an 
objection, A few branches left on the post 
will keep It alive, Ifthere isno shade In 
the pasture it would be well to let the tops 
romain, trim up the trunks so that the wind 
can sweep under, and thus make a shade 
for the stock. The trees will also add 
beanty to the farm, é 

Instead of nailing the wires to the trees, 
a better plan would be to fasten an u nigh 
cleat to the trunk and the wires will 
come embedded in the wood,

PEOPLE “VHO LIVE IN TREES. 
In thinly populated districta‘of Southern 
and Central Africa, where lions, leopards, 
and hyenas abound, the native live in huts 
like gigantic bee-hives, firmly fixed among 
the branches of the Baobab tree. On the 
approach of night they ascend to their huts 
by means of rude ladders, while the lions 
roar about their camp fires antil the ap- 
proach of day drives them to their lairs. 4 

As many as thirty families have been found 
to occupy a single tree. In many instances 
natives who till the ground at any great dis- 
tance from their tribe, build these huts for 
nightly accommodation. In travelling 
through the country one frequently sees 
these trees alive with baboons aid olen 
kinds of the monkey tribe, busy in collect- 
ing the fruit and indulging in ceaseless gam- 
bols and chatter ; for this reason it is com- 
monly, called the monkey bread tree. When 
the tree is not occupied as a habitation, the 
hollow trunk serves the natives as a se- 
pulchre for executed criminals—the law of 
He egpls denying them the right of burial— 
inside of which the bodies dry up and to a 
freat extent resemble mummies. To a 

Suropean, this tree is a marvel ; coming 
across one inhabited by monkeys, it is ex- 
tremely aangerous to shoot any unless one 
is with a party, for if they are wounded, 
the whole colony take up the battle, and 
more than onceI found that a retreat in 
short order was necessary,

PLOTTING OUT THE PRAIRIE FARM. 


In starting a home on the prairies one 
can easily show his good sense in the loca- 
tion of the buildings. Here you have ons 
hundred and sixty acres, take pencil and 

aper, and upon the supposition that you 
locate your buildings allin one corner, as 
nine-tenths of the settlers do, you can easily 
estimate the amount of teaming it will re- 
quire one of these days to get the produce to 
the barns from the forty acres in the opposite 
corner. This will lead you to locate the 
buildings near the center of the claim. The 
best plan is probably to lay out the farm in 
ten-acre lots. Youcan, by leaving then 
just space enough to drive a wagon, go to 
any part of the farm in the least possible 
time, you will also have the advantage of 
knowing how much land you have toa given 
crop, the yield per acre, and many other 
things you should thoroughly understand to 
work to advantage. Besides by locating in 
the center yon can see all that is going on at 
any part of the farm, keep better watch of 
yonr stock, if out at pasture, and see that 
dogs or wolves do not worry or destroy 
your sheep,

Boulanger's Unselfish Act. 

A Paris paper relates an instance of unse!- 
fish bravery in the career of General Boulan- 
ger, the French minister of war : 

jin 1871 General, Osmond was operatin;

ed's young Heutenant to carry at the bayo- 
net’s point a barricade which commanded the 
Paris rond, : 

‘Take some men with you,” sald he, 
“Do not give them any cartridges, At mid- 
night advance, try to get as near as possible 
to the encmy without attracting attention, 
and when you are discovered charge with 
tho bayenet | Behind the barricade you wiil 
doubtless find the Cross of the Legion of 
Honor,” 

The lieutenant, having formed his men, 
according to command, at midnight, was 
prepsring to advance when Colonel Bovlan- 
ger arrived in undres:, canein hand, Tho 
Meutenant could not conceal his vexation, 
Doubtless tho colonel was going tu command 
the small force, snd the promised cross 
would fade from the horlzon. The colon 1 

saw what was passing in the mind of the 
Menutenent, and hastened to reassure him, 

“T have nothing to do this ovening,” 
said he, ‘‘and have come here to amuse 
myrolf, I will follow your company as an 
amatour, without pretending to command,” 

The order to march was given, At sixty 
paces from the barricade all the men and 
the two ( fficers extended themselves on the 
ground and tried to got as near as possible 
on thelr hands and knees, On # audden

with the use of the South Amerioan ham- 

'mook, which only requires a stout blanket 
inside, and in winter a woolen sleeping 
dreas ag woll, of suitable make, f, 6, 
drawers, acoks, and & loose jacket, all per- 
fodioally washable. The sanitary difference 
becomes at once startling to those who have 
never considered the subject before. The 
South American hammock Ie made of the 
fibers of the young loaves of the Ita palm, 
20 Woven that It ylslde to every movement 
and proj-otion of the bi dy Lo every direction 
except lengthwise, and in whioh dircotion 
the weight «f the body establishes ite own 
support, the same as in chairs with the 
loowe canvas backs, Hammocks are very 
easy to get into and ont of, and one cannot 
fall ont of them when asleep, They should 
bo swung the same distance from the ground 
as the seat ofa chalr, They form an exocel-, 
lent seat, Sit'ing down one draws the back 
of the hammock up a8 high as one may de- 
siro. The proper way to get into-a hammock 
—for thore is a proper way—ts first to sit 
down on it, and then throw the logs up and 
the bick down, wrapping yourself up in its 
soft, elastic, and ample folds, The best 
way to lle is orosswite, The position can 
be varied In three or four ways, The writ- 
or has passed several nights {n such a ham- 
mock and blanket, «xposed to the damps of o 
South Amerfoan forest, and risen perhaps 
more re reshed than if he had eleptin a bed, 
For bed ridden people thelr use would be 
invaluable, Those who have been confined 
to a bed or water-bed for three or four 
months know how fatiguing and disgusting 
they become, In many cases in hospitals 
such hammooks would be real sanitary ap- 
pliances, The hammock I haye comes from 
the Biscqaibo Indians in British Guiana, I

tire of the heart to sent) the heovssary sup- 
ply of blood to the brain, It may be partial, 
or completo, 

In the latter case, the person suddenly 
turns pale, and soon falle, with a loss of 
conclousneas and an apparent stoppage 
of the pulse aud heart, The breathing, too, 
is either imperceptible, or ocours only in 
occasional weak sighs, The patient, to the 
ordinary observer, may acem to be dead, 

Of course the action of the heart has not 
ceased, but it is feeble, This condition may 
last only a few moments, or it may continue 
for hours. lt generally ends in recovery, 
beginning with slight movement of the fea- 
tures and bands, and deep sighing, The 
pa becomes more distinct, and the heart- 

at stronger, Color and warmth return, 
and consclousness is gradually restored in 

all, = . 

Among the causes aro organio diseases of 
the heart, especially fatty degeneration ; 
extreme heat, combined with impure -alr; 
loss of blood, or impoverished bloed (as in 
at emis) ; the reflex actlon of certain cendl- 
tions of the stomach or other organs of the 
heart. More or leas of these causes are 
acmetimes combined, Some persona’ faint 
from very slight oauses—an unpleasant 
sight or oder, e have known persons to 
faint oasily and often, and yet enjoy gooa 
health te extreme age, But whea fainting 
Is due to erganio disease of the heart, or to 
loss of b! or to extreme heat, It may 
prove speedily tatal unless soon relieved, 

In Its treatment lay\the patent flat on the 
back, ‘his favors the flow of blood to the

ly anticipate an attack, and oheok it, or out 


‘it short, by at onoe taking a recumbent 


position, Novor allow one who has fainted

A writer In the Lancet says that in many 
cases & person accustomed to faint from 
slight onuses may avert the attack by apply- 
ing heat to the head,

better shelter, where the herds are small, 
than farther West where they keep large 
herds and where It ls impossible to put up 
sufficlent feed for Winter, it will readily be 
scon that our percentage of loss ls mach leas 
than theirs, Ooo man hore went Into the 
Winter with over etx hundred hend of oat. 
tle, and last week ho had a ‘round up” 
and counted only 296, Another one has 
seven left out of seventy-five head, | I know 
of two who lost allthoy tad, Ono lost, «f 
a “ bunch” of 101 head, all but ono, and ho 
gave that away, so as, as be said, to have 
bis ruin complete, Several men having 
from filty to two hundrod head oount tholr 
lossos at from fifty to seventy-five por 
oont,

groat sight, What oattle aro loft are poor 
—nome scarcely able to get up—and many

The distance is 2,906 miles, This 
train left Winnipeg a little late of the ad- 
vertised time, (9.40 p.m., Wednesday) 
reaching Canmere, on this side of the 
Rockies, on time, (2.10 a.m.) Saturday, and 
passed Donald, the first station west of the 
summit, at 9,50 the same morning. The 
distance from Winnipeg to Vancouver is 
1,482 miles, The total actual time con- 
sumed in the through journey was under 
139 hours, or nearly 24 miles an hour, in- 
cluding stoppages.

it in small pails, Air is all right for a few 
hours in ripening cream, but its influence 
upon the clear butter fats, is to burn out 
their carbon, as surely as it burns out the 
carbon in wood, whether by the quick pro- 
cess of fire or the slow one of decay,

HOW TO CLEAN HORSES, 


Prepared especially for Tha /Amertcan Rural Home. 
There is no doubt that a large share of the 


knot around the body, draw it moderately 
tight, and pass the end up between the front 
legs through the halter. The reason for do- 
ing this is very apparent. He cannot un- 
derstand how anything can pull the hind 
part of hs body and his head at the same 
time; and on feeling the strain behind he 
will go forward, and thus you will accom- 
plish your object without being compelled 
to use force, Take this rope in the right 
hand and stand directly in front of the colt, 
say, in a decided manner, ‘‘Come here!” and 
at the same time pull the rope sharply. 
The colt will invariable come forward, and 
when he does so, caress him. Repeat 
this two or three times, until he will quick- 
ly move forward: then say, ‘Come 
here!” 

Next, with the rope hitch him to the man- 
ger or toa post, and, standing in front of 
him, open and shut umbrellas, shake buffa- 
loes and beat tin pans—in fact, make as 
inuch noise as possible without touching him. 
Of course he cannot think of two things at 
once, and the rope tied around catches him 
by surprise, and he will end by giving up 
trying to get away when he finds he is freer 
from pain when he is quiet and still than 
when he is jerkinghis head, Fora very ner- 
vous horse put the rope as far forward as 
possible around the body. This treatment 
can be applied until he is thoroughly halter 
broken, The same arrangement is the most 
successfuf one in existance for halter pullers, 
and is also almost valuable assistant in lead- 
ing a horse behind a wagon. How many 
people are at their wits’ end continually 
when on a long ride with a horse tied to the 
carriage behind—and yet this simple inven- 
tion would prevent it all, and they would 
not be obliged to even give the horse a 
thought.—American Agriculturist for July,

NO NRED OF DROWNING. 


Below is something which you should 
learn by heart about keeping from drowning. 
It may save many lives, 

The human body weighs a pound in the 
water, and a chair will carry two persons, 
that is, it will keep the head above water, 
which is all that is necessary when it isa 
question of life or death. One finger placed 
upon a stool or chair, or a small box, or a 
piece of board, will easily keep the head 
above water, while the two feet and the 
other hand may be used as paddlers to pro- 
pel toward the shore. It is not necessary to 
know how to swim to be able to keep from 
drowning. A little experience of the buoy- 
ant power of water, and faith in it, is all 
that is required, Children and all others 
should haye practice in the sustaining power 
of water. In nine cases out of ten the know- 
ledge that what will sustain a pound weight 
is all that is necessary to keep one’s head 
above the water will serve better in emer- 
gencies than the greatest expertness as ” 
swimmer. A person unfamiliar with the 
huoyant power will naturally try to climb cn 
top of the floating object on which he tries 
to save himself. If itis big enough that 
is all right, Butit is generally not large 
enough to keep all entirely above water, 
This often happens when pleasure boats 
capsize, All immediately want to get out of 
the water on top of the overturned or half 
filled boat, and all are drowned except those 
whom the wretched craft will wholly bear 
up. Ifthey simply trust the water to sus- 
tain 99-100 of the weight of their bodies, 
and the disabled boat the other 1-100 they 
all might be saved under most cireumstan- 
ces, 

An overturned or halffilled wooden boat 
will sustain more people than it will carry, 
It would keep the heads above water of as 
many people as could get their hands on the

The cleaning or grooming, which should 
done at night, consist first in currying the 
horse with the currycomb to free him of the 
dirt adhering to the hair, and which bein 
now dry, is easily removed. A wisping of 
straw removes the roughest of the dirt 
loosened by the currycomb. The legs ought 
to be iieroughly wisped, nut only to make 
them clean, but to dry up any moisture that 
may have been left in the evening; and at 
this time the feet should be picked clean 
by the foot picker—i. ¢., an iron instrament 
made for the purpose. of any dirt adherin; 
between the shoe and the foot. The rai 
should then be used to remove the remain- 
ing.and, flner portions of dust from the hair, 
which is cleaned from the brush by a few 
rasps of the currycomb. This Wisping and 
brushing, if done with some force a dex 
ay with a combing of the tail and mane, 
should render the horse pretty clean, but 
there are more ways of grooming a horse 
than cm>, as may be witnessed by the care- 
less skimming way in which many hired 
hands do it. ‘The skin of the farm 
horse should at all time he clean if not sleek, 
and a slap of the hand upon the horse will 
show if there is dustinthehair. The curry- 
comb should not be used below the knees, 
as it apt to cause injury, For cleaning the 
legs and feet, nothing is better than the 
water brush; and when fitting a horse for 
the show-yard it may also be used on the 
body with water, or even a little kerosene, 
but the latter is not required for common 
cleanliness, but merely to impart a tempor- 
ary gloss, 

How many farmers can say that their 
horses are cleaned as thoroughly as we have 
advised in the above? How much longer 
would horses live, work, and remain healt iy 
if the above suggestions were put into prac 
tice? These are questions which it will be 
well to consider and answer at leisure.

THE WIDOWED QUEEN, 


Victoria's Long and Loncly Reign. 


It has recently been said that a whole gon 
eration of the Qaoen s aubjecta have grown 
up from obildhood to manhood in London 
and In the neighborhood of her palace with- 
out ever having seen Her Majesty ; that she 
is not known to the people generally who 
are under twenty five or thirty years of 
age, Since the year 1861, in which the 
Queen was bereaved of a beloved mothsr 
and of a noble husband, she has led an al- 
meat retired life, whioh has only been broken 
by an occasional appearance to public. Im- 
mediately after she came to the throne she 
seoms to have realized fully the glories and 

ures of the «xalted position she was 
called to ocoupy. The great ceremonials 
were oocasioned by the assumption of great 
responsibilities which she felt too deeply to 
allow of much pleasurable emotion, but In 
all her state ballarand levees and drawing: 
rooms and such | he took great pleasure 
After her marrioge she found her greatest 
pleasures in her demestlo life, which in ao- 
cordance with her husband's tastes, was 
transferred to the country from the town. 
Still abe enjoyed hor social duties and per- 
formed them to the satisfaction of the pe» 
le by whom she was probably better known 
Barons her husbana’s death than was the 
sovereign of any nation In Earope by bis 
people, She especially had great pride and 
joy inany manifestation of the appreciation 
of 


PUBLIC REGARD FOR HER HUSBAND, 


whose noble qualities were not understood 
and apprecisted by the people until after 
his death. Early in 1861, the Queen’s first 
great sorrow came upen her, In March of 
that yearher aged mother, the Dachess of 
Kent, who had been one of the tendereat, 
the wisest and the most solf-denying of pa- 
rents, died, The Queen was almost pros- 
trated with grief. 2he Piince Consort who, 
with the Qacen, spent the whole of the last 
night at her mother's bedside, wrote of the 
Queen : ** She is greatly upset and fools her 
childhood rush back upon her memory with 
the most vivid force, Her grief Is extreme. 
For the Inst two years her constant care and 
occupation have been to keep watch over 
her mother's comfort and the influence of 
this upon ber own character has been most 
salutary. In body she fs well though terrl- 
bly nervous; she remains almost entirely 
alone.” 

The Queen immediately after her mother’s 
barial secluded herself at Osborne, the home 
which was planned by her husband, and 
there during the early summer months she 
gradually recovered, but she never after- 
ward was as lighthearted as before, She 
never recovered wholly from this great sor- 
rew and before many months an even great- 
er sorrow came upon her, During the au- 
tumn of 1861 the Prince Consort was far 
from well, He hada continual struggle, as 
the Queén notes in her journal, with melan- 
choly thonghts and reflections, and a sense 
of the nearness of death, was always present 
with him, Still he fought against the tend- 
enoy which he felt to give up his active life, 
It was during this time that the Queen by 
bis advice toned down the despatch of Lord 
Palmerston regarding the Trent affalr thus 
averting the danger of a fratricidal war be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain, 
This was hia Jast public service, as it proved. 
During the firat ays of December it beoams 
plain to the Prince's poreicians that he was 
suffering from a low fever, and they advised 
him to keep in bed for some days and be 
thoroughly treated, Herefused, and feught 

against bis illness, notil on the Sth the symp-

Alarm was felt for the health of the Queen 
and {t was foared that she could not recover

The Angler veuches for the effectivencas 
of the followirg mixture for keeping off mos- 
quitoes : Ollve oll, three parts; oil of pen- 
nyroyal, two parts; glycerine, one part;

getting the mixture into the eyes, 

When you have spliled anything on the 
stove, or milk has boiled ever and a suffocat- 
Ing smoke arises, sprinkle the open with salt 
and it will disappear Immediately. 


To make good starch, quite a number of 
rules have been given. Some adyocate long 
boiling, while others say It Is not necessary, 
Very good starch may be made by putting 
ins bright tin pail a quarter of a pound of 
ataroh, over which pour three pints of boll- 
{ng water and then add 4 plat of cold water, 
Let it boll fiften minutes, A little salt or 
sugar, a small piece of wax, ora teaspoonfal 
of coal oll added, will make the staroh fron 
smooth, The starch should be strained and 
slightly blaed before using. Flour starch 
Is frequently used for course or colored 
clothes, and potato starch may also be used, 
Isinglass fo o very delloate staroh tor very 
fine muslins, and rice water ls equally so, 
Muzslins and laces should be dipped In thin 
staroh and dried in the sun; linens should 
haye the staroh rubbed In until they will 
absorb no more, Individual taste and fash- 
fon In starohing clothes must be the guide 
of the housekeeper in glving directions to 
her laundress, 

If any article of household furniture ro- 
quires disinfeoting ccoaslonally It ts a oar- 
pet; ei jally if it has been used a con- 
siderable time, The following is a method 
recommended by a lady housekeeper, both 
as 6 disinfectant and a preventive of moths : 
Add three teaspoonfuls of turpentine to 
three quarts of water, Saturate ao large 
sponge with this mixture, squeeze it about

THE “GLORIOUS TWELFTH.” 


Tho “Glorious Twelfth” dawned bright 

and fair and continued so until evening's 
close, The event of the day, as far as De 
seronto was concerned, was the excursion 
by stmr. Quinte to Belleville, under the aus 
nices of Prince Albert Lodge, No. 1,375 
Whe members of the order having assembled 
atthe hall marched in procession to the 
dook, the Rathbun Company Band playing 
iaspiriting and appropriate airs Neyer 
has it been our good fortune to accompany 
a more happy, good natured or more 
orderly excursion party than that which 
thronged the spacious decks of the Quinte 
that morning. The sail was enjoyed by all 
Arrived at Belleville the Lodge marched to 
the agricultural grounds where they were 
photographed as they entered, Belleville 
wase aed with visitors, of whom, it is sa‘d 
there were 7,000 present, the greatest num- 
ber ever brought into the city for any de- 
monstration. Every one was on pleasure 
bent and good-feeling and harmony every- 
where prevailed, The procession was a 
olendid affair, nearly 2,000 Orangemen 
taking part, with nine brass bands and as 
many fife and drum bands. There were 75 
lodges and 61 stand of colours, and the line 
was nearly three miles in length. Thous- 
ands of spectators lined the streets and the 
greatest enthusiasm was manifested. Ke: 
furning to the agricultural grounds the mul- 
tude assembled near the band stand, where 
addresses were delivered by members of 
the order and patriotic resolutions were 
passed, including, among others, one strong: 
y worded condemning the concession of 
Home Rule to Ireland by Mr. Gladstone. 
A marked feature of the day’s proceedings 
was the excellent order and good conduct 
which was everywhere visible. The Dese- 
ronto Urangemen and their friends return- 
ed by the Quinte, the home trip being as 
pleasant as that of the morning. Thus 
ended a pleasantand memorable day. 


THE EARTHQUAKES IN NEW ZEA- 
LAND. 


PECULIARLY AWFUL VISITATIONS—GRAPHIC 
DESCRIPTION OF THE SCENES. 


San Francisco, July 12.—The steamer 
«* Alamada”, from Australia brings particu- 
lars of the fearful volcanic eruptions in New 
Zealand of last month. The tirst reports of 
volcanic disturbances came from Tauregua, 
in the Auckland lake district. The natives 
of that village were awakened from sleep at 
two a. m. by repeated vivid flashes of light- 
ning, which continued at rapid intervals up 
to four a. m., when a tremendous earthquake 
occurred followed quickly by others, The 
shocks were so violent that people jumped 
from their bed, and paralized with terror, 
fled for their lives in their night clothes, 
taking nothing with them but their children. 
The earthquakes followei each other in 
quick succession up to seven o'clock in the 
morning, when leaden-colored clouds were 
observed advancing from the south, spread- 
ing out until they covered the sky. While 
still moving they burst with a sound of 
thunder and showers of fine dust began to 
fall. Accounts from other points state that 
Mount Tarawera was the first volcano to 
break forth, and hardly were the flames 
seen issuing from its crater than the entire 
Pacroa range of mountains belched forth in 
sympathy, hurling flaines, burning lava and 
stone over the surrounding country. For 
the first time the extinct volcano of Kuapeba 
was awakeninto Betty The entire coun- 
try over an area of one hundred and twenty 
miles long by twenty in breadth, was noth- 
ing but a mass of flame and hot crumblin 
soil, which in places rose to a height of 4,000 
feet capped at the highest point by the 
Tekspha Geyser, said to have been one of 
the grandest in the world. During all this 
time showers of dust continued to fall until 
they became so dense as to make dav dark 
as night and not until the second day did 
the dust cease falling. The dust emitted a 
strong sulphurous smell. Numerous small 
villages were totally destroyed, Walroa 
was covered to the depth of 10 feet with 
dust and ashes. Rahtomahan was complete- 
ly engulfed as were also some other small 
villages. One hundred and twenty persons 
are known to have lost their lives, among 
whom were several English residents, The 
loss of cattle starved to death from the 
destruction of pasture lands by the dust is 
very great. Great distress exists through- 
out the Auckland Lake District.

CROP REPORTS. 
BAY OF QUINTE DISTRICT. 


Barvey.—There is a less area of barley 
sown than was last year. During the early 
part of June barley promised well, but the 
Reought which set in about the middle of 
June, and which has continued since, has 
injured the crop very materially ; it will 
probably be about a two-third crop, say 18 
to 20 bus, per acre. 

Winter wheat appears to be a pretty 
good crop; it was pretty well filled before 
the drought came; the acreage sown in this 
section is small. 

Oats.—Not a large acreage sown; that 
put in early may be a fair crop provided 
rain comes shortly; late sowing was injured 


by the drought and will not be more than 


one-third of a crop. 

Peas.—A very small acreage sown. 
Early peas will be a fair crop, but late sow- 
ing will be very light. 

Hay.—Timothy will be about half a cro, 
in this section; the early drought prevente 
its stooling properly so that th» crop is very 
thin, especially on high rolling-land. Clover 


and timothy mixed is a good crop, and will” 


probably average 1} to 2 tons per acre on 
good ground, 

Porators,—Which promised well in the 
beginning of this month have also been much 
hurt by the continued drought, and unless 
sufficient rain comes very soon the greater 
part of the crop, that is the late planting, 
will be a complete failure. 

Orner Roors.—Such 4s mangold, tur- 
nips, carrots. &c., are net much sown ‘in 
this section, those will also be a total failure 
unless sufficient rain comes very soon. 

We would remark here that a consider- 
able loss is caused to barley and other grains 
this season by what is known as scalding, 
The heavy rains which fell just as the grain 
Was coming up nicely, and which lay on the 
ground in many places did/much harm; 
grain grown on lands properly drained did 
not sulfer much from this cause.. Nothing 
but good drainage can prevent grain from 
scalding. 

We would offer a piece of good advice to 
the farmers of this district, and that is, to 
be careful not to overestimate their barley 
crop. Last year most farmers had fully 
one-third less than they expected, and we 
hear the same will be true of this year. 
We trust a word to the wise will be suf- 
ficient,

at night when a balloon reaches the ordinary 
cloud heights it becomes poised, and nelther 
rises nor falls without any expenditure of 

r se will float for hours, 
Provided the balloon is free from leakage, 
Well, we floated on in the clouds, which 
were oocasionally ever our heads, and once 
or twloe during the night we saw the moon 
through the ritcs, and frequently they would 
break from beneath us, so that we would 
look intoan inky abyss balow. The only 
sounds that came to our ears Were oocasion- 
al ories of a loon and the sound of falling 
waters, From our Isolated position we 
could constantly hear the latter, 

“As hour after hour dragged tediously 
away we sat In the car, We could seo each 
other and kept up a conversation, but we 
could not tell what time it was exsept by 
passiog our fingers over the hands of our 
watches, You know :it would have been 
dangerous to strike a match, Pretty soon a 
new feature among the sounds of the waters 
struok ourears, We wondered what caused 
the proullar nolse, and finally oonoluded it 
was tie breakers, After passing over them 
all sounds ceared, and we then knew we 
were on the briny deep. As it did not seem 
to be polloy to pursue the course we were In, 
we brought the balloon down slightly and 
slowly some twenty or thirty miles from 
where wo had heard the surf, and deposited 
our drag-rope upon the water, This rope is 
an appendage to the balloon about 350 feet 
long and acts as a ballast when it reste upon 
the water. We kept constant watch, and In 
the course of an hour we saw In front 
of us ablack line, which way appa ently 
within a few feet of us, and we pre- 
pared to grasp it, but it proved an illusion, 
and as we watched the object it gradually 
widened, and soon after our drag rope was 
caught among the tree tops. We then found 
that we had ran ashore over a forest, pre- 
suming It at the time to be an island, but as 
it turned out the balloon had met with a 
counter ourrent of alr on the water, which 
carried It back tothe matnland, We again 
rested behind » hill, where we lay till the 
break of day, when we throw out the bale 
ance of our ballast and rose again, 

Aftor a while we discerned a road, and 
succeeded fn landing within a mile anda 
half of It, We made for tho nearest place 
—Sayebeo, which Is about 250 miles below 
Qaebeo—and learned that the water we had 
gone out on was the Calf of St, Lawrenoe, 
If we had oontiaued aoross it we would have 
re:ched the coast of Labrador, 150 miles 
further on, As {it was we traveled 550 milos 
in thirteen hours,

USING SOAP ON THE FACE, 


Anew theory has been started with re- 
gard to the use of soap on the face. Women 
who for years have been careful of their 
complexions would never, under any cir- 
cumstances, wash the face in soap, as it was 
said to roughen and coursen the skin. Now, 
this idea is exploded, and a well known 
physician in the metropolitan profession 
recommends his women patients to use it 
freely every day, lathering the skin well. 


Of course, a fine, oily and pure soap is most 
desired. This being secured he states that 
none but the most beneficial results will be 
ene by his method of improving the 
skin. 

He holds—with considerable plausibility 
—that the pores of the face become as much 
clogged by grease aud dirt as the hands or 
any other portion of the body, And if 
soap is considered a necessary purifier in 
the bath, its needs must be felt equally on 
the face. By an abundant and regular 
lathering the facial pores, he claims, are 
kept open, clean, free from the clogging 
matter that produces unsightly blackheads, 
ache, pimples, and a pure, healthy, fresh 
and brighter complexion is the resultant.

THE WONDERFUL BAOBAB. 


We read wonderful stories of the immense 
trees one sees in California, but they sink 
into insignificance beside the Baobab tree 
which isfound in many parts of South Af- 
rica, principally just south of the Desert of 
Sahara. Itis not distinguished for its ex- 
traordinary height,whichrarely reaches over 
one hundred feet, but it is most the impos- 
ing and magnificent of African trees; many, 
it is said, are over one hundred feet in cir- 
cumference, rising like a dwarf tower from 
twenty to thirty feet, and then throwing 
out branches like a miniature forest toa 
distance of one hundred, the extremities of 
the branches bending towards the ground. 
The botanical name of this curious tree is 
Adansonia dijitaua. The first, in honor 
of its discoverer, Adanson; and the se- 
cond, descriptive of its five-parted leaf. The 
leaves are large, abundant and of a dark- 
green color, divided into five radiating lan- 
ceolate leaflets. The flowers are large and 
white, hanging to peduncles of a yard in 
length, which fortad a striking contrast to the 
leaves. ‘The fruit is a soft, pulpy, dry sub- 
stance about the size of a citron, enclosed in 
along, green pod; the pulp between the 
seeds tastes like cream of tarter, and this 

ulp, as well as the pressed juice from the 
fears is used by the native Africans for 
flavoring their food. The juice is greatly 
relished asa beverage, and is considered a 
remedy in putrid fevers and many other 
diseases. 

The Baobab tree is said to attain a much 
greater age than any other tree, thousands 
of years being hazarded as the term of life 
of some specimens. It has extraordinary vi- 
tality; the bark, which is regularly etripped 
off to make into ropes, nets for fishing, 
trapping, and native clothing, speedily 
srows again. It dies from a very peculiar 
disease—a softening of its woody structure, 
and it falls by its own weight a mass of 
ruins, The native villages are generally 
built around one of those trees and under 
its far-speading branches, which form an 
agreeable shelter from the sun, is the’‘Kotla’” 
or place of assemblage, where all the public 
business of the tribe is concerned.

THE STRAIN OF CITY LIFR. 

_ Read the following facts with regard to 
Chicago:—from 1852 to 1868, population in- 
creased 5,1 times what it was in the first 

eriod, The death-rate increased 3-7 times, 

Phe deaths froin nervous disorders increased 
20.4 times. Chicago is perhaps a fast place, 
but the figures are significant of the wear of 
city life on the nervous system, 

Is not this strain on the nervous system a 
peculiarly American danger? To be sure, 
all brain-workers in all countries are liable 
to it, but in our country climatic influences 
increase the tendency. Under these influ. 
ences we have developed national character- 
istics, showing in form and feature. We do 
things in aburry. We are in haste to get 
rich. We are in haste to be wise. We have 
no tinre for exercise. We have no time for 
play. Both exerci-e and play are byserious 
pecle often looked upon as a waste of time 

‘or adults, however good they may be for 
young children and young people. A boy 
must be aman before his time, and a girl 
must be prim and staid, and must not romp 
like her more fortunate brothers, but must 
be a sober woman after she has entered her 
teens. It seem asif the battles of modern 
life (at least of modern‘city life) was a bat- 
tle of the nerves. ‘From nursery to school,

Intelligence, hard to toach, Inoapable of ro- 
momberirg, and Hable to be obstinate, jast 
as stupid persons are. And do not buy the 
horse that Ia narrow at tho top of the head, 
bulging between the eyes, and has a sank 

en, dish-like face between thom, for he is 
mire to be viclous and treacherous, Bat 
take the horse that has short ears, with 
short, ourly hair Inside them; that is broad 
betweon the cara and eyes, with a regular, 
atraight face, and large, thin nostrils ; for 
fo him you will find an intelligent, spirited. 
yet willing servant and faithful friond, if 
you will only treat him rightly.

The 
small proportion of successful applicants is 
due to the absurd character of the papers set 
by the examiners.

All the newspapers condemn the pedagogic 
cranks who prepared snch a series of absurd 
questions for the youthful candidates, and 
admit thero is no disgrace attached to those 
who failed.

SALTING BUTTER. 


If fresh made butter be drained to some 
extent and salt added in this wet condition 
we get perfect salting; for the moisture in 
the butter will saturate the salt and dis- 
solve it, so that each little globule will be 
encased in the salt saturation, and when the 
butter is worked over, the surplus moisture 
will be pressed out, leaving the dissolved 
salt evenly distributed throughout the mass. 
Any more salt than can be dissolved in but- 
ter, remainsin the butter as salt crystals, 
and does not aid in preserving it, The film 
of dissolving salt about each globule seals it, 
so to speak, from the air, and holds its color 
fast for atime. The addition of more salt 
than this is to cater to a taste for a salt fla- 
vor acquired by habit. As soon as one be- 
comes accustomed to the salt solution saltii 
about half an ounce to the pound, he dis- 
covers that butter flavour, and the sharper 
salt Savor in butter are notin degree, but 
of kind, and so prefers the former, Butter, 
like buckwheat cakes, should be eaten when 
young. The practice of making butter and 
then keeping it for months for a ‘rise’ is 
wrong. utter never is as perfect as it is 
the first week; and, if possible, the produc- 
tion of butter should be so equalized that 
the consumption should keep pace with the 
production, and do away with the summer 
over-supply that loads down the market, 
brings low prices, and consign’ thousands of 
tons of good butter—in its day—to the 
grease rendering factories.

FALL PIGS. 


It is doubtful if anything is gained ulti- 
mately by having sows farrow twice a year. 
The suckling of two litters must injuriously 
reduce the sow, and the pigs are not pro- 
perly nourished, thus injuring them. But 
when the spring litters are still-born, or 
lost shortly after birth, or, in some cases, 
when sows are too young to be bred to far- 
rew in the spring, it is good policy to breed 
for fall pigs. But to make them as good as 


| Spring pigs they must have good shelter 


and the equivalent of green food. Swine 
shelters are more likely to be made too 
warm than otherwise. The swine lie close 

together,and their bodies are compact, hence 
they require rather open shelter, Sheltered 
swine usually suffer more from foul air than 
from cold. Good ventilation is the first es 

sential of aswine shelter. This must not 
be forgotten when constructing shelters for 
fall pigs, for, because they are small, the 
shelter is likely to be made warmer than 
for mature swine, which 15 saying that it 
will be altogether too warm. They should 
have no litter if the shelter will keep them 
dry and protect them from winds. The 
equivalent of green food is easily provided, 
and it is nota more expensive food than 
grain. Turnips can be grown after a crop 
of early potatoes or sweet corn has been re- 
moved from the land, or even on stubble 
ground. The small potatoes must be gather- 
ed up and boiled. A patch of rye will give 
yreen food until covered by the snow and at 
intervals during the winter. The vegetable 
scraps may be sayed, and thus the pigs be 
kept thriving through the winter.

WhatI did cay was that 
if I was a young manI would ask nothing 
better thanto go back to the old homestead, 
and after five yearsJ could make $5000 a 
year on that farm, It is a hundred sores of 
tillage land, olao a meadow and swamp. 
The latter Is wooded, but both are eary of 
access and the best of muck can be dug 
with ease, Taco upland is loamy with a 
yellow subsoil and soils well adapted to 
oorn, rye Or any kind of grain. I well re 
member of taking the poorest plece on the 
armand planting potatoes with nephing 
but a good shovelful of muck, which h 
lain upa year, in the hill, and we hada 
good crop of potatoes. What is true of thie 
farm Is true of thousands in New Eagland. 
On such farms the first object should be to 
save all the manure made and not let one- 
half goto waste. Ithinka great deal of 
qutd manure and saveit, Were I oarry- 
ing on the old homestead now I would pant 
ten acres of corn on it, and would put on 
five tons of fertilizers ; plough what more I 
had time to, and sow buckwheat, which 
would grow there without manure, Some 
I would harvest forseed and what did not 
get rips I would plough In for the next 
year’s fertilizsr. The corn and buckwheat 
would be out off in time to sew rye which 
would produce sbundantly withont any 
mere fertilizing, In starting I would buy 
ten cows snd ralse the best heifers, and 
pick up all I could get among the milkmen, 
raising not lessthan 25 mero or three 
acres of ‘poeasone should be planted, which 
used to do well with alittle plaster and 
ashes, A good breeding sow siould be pur- 
chased and if an apple year, they would do 
wellin the fall on them ; 25 hens should be 
purchased and 200 chickens should be raised 
ready for another year’s start. After hay- 
ing there would be but little farm work to 
do, asthereiano brush to cut, I would 
take that time to throw up three or four 
hundred loads of muck, and during the win- 
ter it should be drawn where’ wanted and 
rake J saving enough for absorbing all 
urine, 


Soaxep Corn For Swing, 


The practice of feeding soaked shelled 
corn during the summer and early autumo 
months fs one generally followed by the 
large swine raisers of Illinols, If soaked 
on the cob the grains swell up and tighten 
to the cob, so that the pigs experience the 
same trouble in getting them off that they 
find with the new corn when It Is firat fally 
and firmly ripened ; but If first shelled and 
then thoroughly soaked it Is easily masti- 
cated ; but it is not so palatable and is not 
eaten with such a relish as new corn while 
in the milk or doughy state. When feed- 
ing soaked corn we have usually followed 
the preotice of alternating It with dry 
shelled corn one or two days inthe week, 
and we have thought that our pigs always 


did better under this practice than when 
—— exclusively to the soaked-corn 
iet,

Moreover, it creates no de- 
alre tor more stimulants, It fs contra-Indi 
oated when there is cerebral congestion. 

We have lately tosted the properties of 
Ptre terebino In several casea of phthisioal 
cough, and have been much gratified with 
the general results, Ia each caso the cough 
has been softened and lessened, and the spu- 
tum ralsed with much greater facility ond 
leas effyrt.

less frequently cured by remedies thdn most 
people suppore. Whena sick person gets 
well, it is usually becanse he has reformed 
from his evil ways, and nature has ceased 
to punish him for his physioat sins, 


An apparatus is advertised in Europe by 
which a person is enabled to breathe the air 
from without while sitting in-doors ina 
warm reom, It consists of asimple tubs, 
communicating through the window with 
the external air, to one end of which an at- 
tachment to fit over the mouth and nose is 
placed, The inventor claims that, as tuber- 
cle baolli are destreyed bya low tompera- 
ture, se pulmonary phthisis may be cured 
by breathing frosty air through this appar- 
atus, 

There conld appear to be some relation 
between diphtherfa and manure heaps, ac- 
cording to recent investigations in Paris and 
London, Epidemics of the disease have
